Dublin, Tuesday Evening. 
The several causes to which we referred in our 
previous report continue to impart a good tone to the 
London Stock market; the slightly reduced rates which 
were submitted to yesterday evening being fully realised 
this morning, and firmly upheld during the day. Ad- 


ditional strength was likewise im to the market 
here. Consols were again done at 93,and New 3 per Cents. 
were ashade higher than yesterday. An average amount 
of business was effected, and much firmness prevailed. 

No dealings are recorded in Debentures. 

Only one Banking Security was negociated —viz, 
National Bank Shares, in which an improvement of one- 
cighth appeared to have been steadily maintained ; the 
quotation being for the account only, Hibernians were 
offered for sale, as were also Royals.

Tun Ministerial journals singularly unanimous 
last week in advising the friends of the prisoners in 
the hands of the Tartars to entertain no apprehen- 
sions for their fate. It was quite erroneous, forsooth, 

to suppose that the Chinese or Tartars ever tortured 
anyone. Our notion—our vulgar notion—that they 
did, was, it seems, derived only from certain repre- 
sentations of the infernal regions painted by Buddhists 
oh the walls of their temples. When the Inquisi- 
tion at Seville was overthrown, some bland Domini- 
can fathers asserted that the diabolical instruments 
of torture found in its dungeons were only intended 
to frighten culprits into confession, bat were never 
applied, by any chance, to inflict agony upon the 
quivering frame. We commented on the “explana- 
„tions of the Ministerial journals, and yesterday 

our readers might have perused in the official dis- 
patches from China a narrative ot torture inflicted 
upon English gentlemen which only too fearfully 
corroborated all we said. It is necessary that the 
truth should be fully known, however painful it may 
be. The honour of England is at stake, and, as we 
have reason to believe, has been little cared for. 
Who could read unmoved the testimony of Moham- 
med Khan, one of the survivors? He thus relates 
the fate of Mr. Anderson and Mr. de Norman and 
his comrades :— 

About half an hoar after our arrival Mr. De Norman was 
taken out, under the pretence of having his face and hands 
washed ; he was immediately seized, thrown on the ground, 
and his hands and feet tied together behind. Mr. Aaderson 
was then taken out and tied in the same manner, then Mr. 
Bowlby, and then the Frenchman, and then the sowars, 
After we had all been tied they put water on our bonds to 
tighten them, They then lifted us up, and took us into a 
court yard, where we remained in the open for three da 
exposed to the sun and cold, Mr. Anderson became deli- 
rious the second day from the effeets of the sun and want 
water and food. We had nothing to eat all that time, 
last they gave us about two square inches of bread an 
little water. In the daytime the place left open, and 
hundreds of people came to stare at us. ere were man 
men of rank among the spectators. 


Towalla-sing, of the first troop of Fane's Horse, 
thus describes the devilish torture inflicted on Mr 
Anderson and the rest :— 


After the first day at the second place, Lieutenant Ander- 
son became delirious, and remained ao, with a few lucid 
intervals, until his death, which occurred on the ninth da 
of his imprisonment. Two days before his death his 
nails and fingers barst from the tightness of the cords, 
and mortification eet in, and the bones of his wrist were ex- 
posed. While he was alive worms were in his 
wounds, and eat into and crawled over hisbody. They left 
the body there three days, and then took it away. Five 
days after bis death a sowar named Ramdun died in the 
same state, Three days after this Mr. De Norman died, 


Mr. Bowlby was with the party whose sufferings 
are here described. There are still eleven prisoners 
unaccounted for, and private telegrams from St 
Petersburg intimate that no more - prisoners will 
ever be restored. They whe have returned are 
those whom the Tartars dealt with more mercifully 
than with the rest. The others have been tied up in 
the most agonising form, thrown upon the pavement 
under the fiery sun, eaten to death by worms, or they 
have died raving mad on the ninth day of their suf- 
fering, or they have been so mercilessly mutilated 
that the Tartars feared to restore them. 

It is not to harrow the feelings or to gratifya 
morbid taste that we have re-produced this bitter 
narrative. Our motive is very different. The 
Tartars had 19 dgys, during which they could have 
restored all their prisoners; but they preferred to 
torture them as long as nature could hold out. 
These prisoners were taken when protected by a 
flag of truce. The persons who ordered their 
punishment are known ; they were all mandarins of 
high rank, and, in the case of Mr. Parkes and his 
companions, were members of the “ High Court of 
“Punishment.” All these could have been reached. 
There is not a man in these kingdoms who did not 
expect that, before any treaty of peace would be 
signed, the tortures of our countrymen and the 
brave Sikhs would have been avenged. The Times 
announces that the Cabinet Council of Saturday 
broke up with “a thankful feeling of relief,’ 
on the receipt of news that peace had been 
concluded. The same journal “ cannot doubt 
“that the treaty now concluded, and the indemnity 
“now exacted, are of the most complete aad 
“ sufficient character.” From these words one 
would suppose that the £4,000,000 of indemnity 


demanded at Tien-tsin has been tripled, that the 


families and friends of the gentlemen so atrociously 


tortured would be amply provided for at the ex- 


pense of the Chinese, and that the Mandarins who 


inflicted the torture, no matter how high their sta- 


tion, would have been hung by the neck over the 


gates of Pekin. This is what is expected from the 
army which held Pekin. Less will not calm the 


wrathful indignation of the English people.

Mosr of us remember with what exultation the firs 
Tele graphic message direct from America was re. 
ceiv ed through the entire breadth of the Atlantic a 
Galway. That triumph was, unhappily, but of short 
duration. Although a plateau 800 miles in length 
was found 1,200 fathoms deep, formed of the remains 
of the most elementary animals, and calculated in all 
respects for the bed of an electric cable, the Atlantic 
Telegraph was a failure. There are ranges of Alps 
and Appenines under the sea. There are cliffs, 
precipices, and jagged rocks, against which a line 
chaſes and wears away. The greater portion of the 
costly Atlantic Cable still lies, apparently useless, on 
the bed of the Atlantic. B ut natura vincitur tentandn, 
‘and the failure of one experiment teaches the way 
to succeed in another. 

The North Atlantic Telegraph Company intend 
to run their line, or rather a succession of short 
lines, from the extremity of Scotland to Faroe. 
Crossing Faroe, the line will be conveyed to the east 
coast of Scotland, and thence by land acrossto Faxe 
Bay. From Faxe Bay the cable will pass under sea to 
Greenland, and, having been laid through Green- 
land, will touch the shore of Labrador; here it will 
meet a branch of the great American lines already 
in existence. 

The land portion of the route was carefully ex. 
mined by Dr. Rae, and in no place did any ob- 
& stacles present themselves to the erection of a 
“ Telegraph wire.” ‘The sea portion was carefully 
surveyed by Sir Leopold M Clintock, in her Ma- 


jesty’s ship Bulldog. With the exception of some ! 


strong currents running between the Faroe Islands, 
and which may be avoided, Sir Leopold M Clintock 
found all favourable. The ice is too inconside rablo 
to obstruct the laying down of @ cable during tne 
autumnal months, and the sea bottom and depth of 
the ocean in the line of route are decidedly favour- 
able.

about in all directions. 
Serious Fines—Fire Eecare Services.—On Mon- 
day morning at an early hour a fire was discovered to 
be raging in the premises known as the Paris Hotel, 
situated at the corner of Leather-lane, Holborn. The 
tire, it is supposed, originated from a spark flying from 
a candle aud falling upon some straw in the wine cellar, 
and had evidently been smouldering some time before 
discovered. An alarm having been given, the inmates 
made an attempt to descend b — 
heated smoke was so dense the persons in the 
house were unable to descend, and by tying blankets 
and sheets together they were enabled to get upon the 
adjoining house in Leather-lane; but even there the 
smoke rolled over their heads and nearly prostrated 
them. Conductcr Arkill, having arrived with the Royal 
Socicty's fire escape from Hatton-garden, at once placed 
his machine in front of the house, and four persons were 
brought down in safety. The brigade promptly arrived, 
out despite their efforts the fire could not be ex- 
tinguished until the wine cellars and larders were burnt 
out, the diningroom on ground floor severely damaged 
by fire, and the upper part extensively damaged by 
heat and smoke, The sufferers were insured in the 
State and ‘limes Fire Offices. The following certificate 
has been sent by one of the sufferers :—* I bereby certity 
that the conductor, by his quick arrival and care, saved 
my wife, child, and myself, Fand a gentlemanzliving in 
my house.—(Signed) L. Ranor.”’—Another fire hap- 
pened in the premises belonging to Mr. George Cox 
unthematical instrument maker, No. 5, Barbican, 
Aidersgate-strect. The fire commenced in the lower 
part of the house, but the smoke was so dense that Mr 
ox, jun., and Mrs. Cox, sen., were unable to descend by 
the stairs.

her and proceeded, rowing with all speed, towards the 
spot, which we reached with great difficulty, having 
been obliged to cross the sand in our skiff through « 
heavy surf.
